Rome, April If».— Once again there 
has been a sudden change for the 
worse in the condition of Pope Plus 
X . 
It is changes such as this that 
have repeatedly transformed the feel­ 
ing of optimism regarding the i>ope’s 
recovery into one of grave anxiety. 
In the knowledge that each recurrence 
w ithdraws something from the vital 
forces of the holy father. 
Notwithstanding the reassurances of 
Professor M archiafava a careful watch 
is being kept on the Vatican and there 
is doubt that the “ satisfactory gen­ 
eral condition” of the pontiff, as re­ 
ported by the doctors, is borne out 
by the facts. 
The temperature of the pope rose 
to 102. 
The bronchial symptoms pre­ 
sented new and grave features. 
The 
affected zone on the left side of the 
chest was further congested, with a 
possible area of consolidation— one of 
the signs 
of 
pneumonia— and 
the 
Bounds 
within the 
bronchial 
tubes 
were more pronounced. 
The attending physician ordered a 
special bacteriological examination of 
the 
sputum 
in 
order 
to ascertain 
whether it contained infectious mate­ 
rial and 
the nature 
of the 
matter, 
which threatens to block the lungs. 
The darkest re/iorts are being circu­ 
lated. one being that the pope Is at 
the point of death, and that Father 
Agostine Pifferi, an Augustlnian monk, 
has been ordered to be In readiness 
to bring to the patient the last com­ 
munion, this being the prerogative of 
his office. 
This appears to he an exaggeration 
of the situation, although undoubtedly 
the pope’s condition is much worse. 
The arrival in Rome of Angelo Sar­ 
to, the pope’s brother, was interpret­ 
ed in some quarters as a certain sign 
that all hope bad been abandoned. It 
was forgotten that Angelo Sarto left 
his own village on his journey to the 
Holy City long before the present re­ 
lapse of the patient occurred, in fact., 
when the condition of the pope had 
greatly Improved. 
Angelo was received with open arms 
by his sisters, who seem to think that 
the more the pope is surrounded by 
members of his fam ily the easier It 
w ill he to s a v e him.

Rome, April 16.—Once again there 
has been a sudden change for the 
worse in the condition of Pope Plus 
X. 
It Is changes such as this that 
have repeatedly transformed the feel­ 
ing of optimism regarding the pope’* 
recovery into one of grave anxiety, 
In the knowledge that each recurrence 
withdraws something from the vital 
forces of the holy father. 
Notwithstanding the reassurances of 
Professor Marchiafava a careful watch 
is being kept on the Vatican and there 
is doubt that the “ satisfactory gen­ 
eral condition" of the pontiff, as re­ 
ported by the doctors, is borne out 
by the facts. 
The temperature of the pope rose 
to 102. 
The bronchial symptoms pre­ 
sented new and grave features. 
The 
affected zone on the left side of the 
chest was further congested, with a 
possible area of consolidation—one of 
the signs 
of 
pneumonia—and 
the 
Bounds within the 
bronchial 
tubes 
were more pronounced. 
The attending physician ordered a 
•pedal bacteriological examination of 
the sputum 
in 
order 
to ascertain 
whether it contained infectious mate­ 
rial and 
the nature of the matter, 
which threatens to block the lungs. 
The darkest reports are being circu­ 
lated, one being that the pope is at 
the point of death, and that Father 
Agostine Pilfer!, an Augustinian monk, 
has been ordered to be in readiness 
to bring to the patient the last com­ 
munion, this boing the prerogative of 
his office. 
This appears to be an exaggeration 
of the situation, although undoubtedly 
the pope’s condition is much worse. 
Tho arrival In Rome of Angelo Sar­ 
to, the pope's brother, was interpret­ 
ed in some quarters as a certain sign 
that all hope had been abandoned. It 
was forgotten that Angelo Sarto left 
his own village on his journey to the 
Holy City long before the present re­ 
lapse of the patient occurred, in fact, 
when the condition of tho pope had 
greatly improved. 
Angelo was received with open arms 
by his sisters, who seem to think that 
the more the pope is surrounded by 
members of his family the easier It 
w ill be to cave him.

They will be asked about alleged 
contracts which mothers are request­ 
ed to sign to obtain medical treat­ 
ment. 
In these contracts the moth­ 
ers are said to sign away their rights 
to their babies before their birth. 
Members of the 
committee 
ques­ 
tioned Dr. 3. D. Rogers, head of the 
National 
Maternity hospital, 
regard­ 
ing arrangements made with a moth­ 
er who wishes her child to be taken 
care of. 
"W e charge hor $25 to $50 to dis­ 
pose of the infant,’ he said. 
It was the opinion of Mr. Curran 
that the mothers leave the hospitals 
with little money and fall easy prey 
to white slavers. 
Chairman 
Curran announced that 
he had decided to urge the following 
reforms: 
Prevention of adoption of children 
other than infants. 
Prevention of contracting for adop­ 
tion before birth. 
Organization of a state institution 
for the care and education of found­ 
lings.

Th order not to embarrass foreign 
corporations the committee did make 
the corporation clause of the bill ap­ 
ply only to "aliens not eligible to citi­ 
zenship.”
